PIECES  OF  EIGHT 


Famed  in  fact  and  fiction,  the  romantic 
Pieces  of  Eight  are  of  especial  interest  in 
the  New  World  for  this  was  the  coin  of 
"Dos  Mundos"- — of  two  worlds. 

Accepted  in  more  lands  and  in  greater 
abundance  than  any  other  coin  ever  minted 
by  man,  this  8 reales  was  an  artistic  coin 
with  symmetry  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Its 
Pillars  and  two  conjoined  globes  give  bal- 
ance and  prevent  wear  so  that  the  coin, 
though  200  years  old,  still  is  in  good  state. 
The  pillars  are  of  course  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules,  referring  to  the  Straits  of  Gibral- 
tar. The  legend  "Ultraque  Unum" — the  2 
made  1,  refers  to  the  Spanish  kings'  claim 
as  rulers  of  2 worlds. 

Many  of  them  were  minted  in  Mexico 
City  and  with  the  dire  need  for  metallic 
money,  the  American  Colonies  adopted  the 
Spanish  Milled  Dollar  as  their  own,  even 
indicating  on  the  paper  Continental  Cur- 
rency that  it  was  payable  in  Spanish  Milled 
Dollars.  When  the  redemption  proved  im- 
possible the  Continental  money  became  "not 
worth  a Continental,"  valueless. 

Just  as  it  saw  service  in  the  States,  it 
circulated  in  the  Philippines,  the  Pacific 
Islands,  in  Africa,  in  China  and  in  many 
countries  in  Europe.  Indeed,  it  was  a coin 
of  Two  Worlds.
